U. Discussi on; Toe acting Cnairman, Mr. Amory, presented to 
the committee the' KV-s request that - this subject be informally dis- 
cussed. Dr. Chadwell briefly reviewed the evidence and peripneral 
considerations, and noted that most of the available evidence is 
processed by ATIC. General Sanford offered his full cooperation. 

It was recognized that the problem 1 e best approached if directly 
related to specific p. obleoc of intelligence and defense. It was- 
thought desirable that the action noted above under "a" be under- 
taken immediately, with consideration of a proposed HSCID to depend 
in some measure on the results achieved by the scientists' studies. 
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
